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This is a decision on the petition filed September 6, 2006, which is being treated as a petition under 
37 CFR 3.81(b) to add the name of a second assignee on the front page of the above-identified patent 
by way of a certificate of correction. 

Petitioner requests issuance of a certificate of correction to include a second assignee, ''Novellus 
Systems, Inc. San Jose, California," after "Lam Research Corporation, Fremont, California." 

37 CFR 3.81(b), effective June 25, 2004, reads: 

After payment of the issue fee: Any request for issuance of an application in the 
name of the assignee submitted after the date of payment of the issue fee, and any 
request for a patent to be corrected to state the name of the assignee, must state that 
the assignment was submitted for recordation as set forth in § 3.

"In the case of a division or continuation application, a prior assignment recorded against the original 
application is applied (effective) to the division or continuation application because the assignment 
recorded against the original application gives the assignee rights to the subject matter common to both 
applications " MPEP 306. 

This application is a division of 09/346,156, filed June 30, 1999, now Patent No. 6,251,770. The 
USPTO Office assignment records disclose that an assignment to Lam Research Corporation and 
Novellus Systems, Inc. was recorded on November 3, 2005, after the date of issuance of this patent. 
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Issuance of a certificate of correction would not be proper because the assignment in the parent 
application was not submitted for recordation until after issuance of this patent. Accordingly, the 
petition is dismissed .
